"Britain 
will meet 
force with 


force, if necessary, to keep British 
troops in the Suez Canal area," 
Foreign Secretary Herbert Morri- 
son said last night. 


He undoubtedly has United States 


support. In fact. Egypt's bid toj 
seize the only direct waterway be- 
tween Europe and Asia makes it 
necessary for all Western coun- 
tries to line up against the Cairo 
gang. 


Agitators in thex Eastern coun- 


tries are making free use of West- 
ern democratic terms to cloak acts 
of banditry. Egyptians talk about 
the Suez Canal occupation infring- 
ing on the sovereignty of their na- 
tion, but the canal was designed 
and 
built by" private capital for 


Ihe unlimited use of the ships of 
all nations. 


The French built it. An interna- 


tional 'Company of private stock- 
holders operates it, earning divi- 
dends out of the ship tolls. 
The 


vessels of all countries are guaran- 
teed equal treatment. 


This is the picture of a great 


human acomplishment, in peace- 
time. But war presents a different 
picture. 


So long as Suez remains in West- 


ern hands war raises no particular 
issue, because Ihe great merchant 
and warship fleets are owned by 
the West, and have access to tho 
canal. 
But should 
land powers 


of the Far East conspire to seize 
Suez —as appears to be the case 
in this Egyptian crisis—then we 
would have Ihc paradox of ship- 
owning nations not being able to 
use a facilily Ihcy had buill for 
their own use. 


You know what Suez does for 


ships. It permits them to sail dir- 
ectly from Europe to Asia, without 
having to go thousands of miles 
around the Cape of 
Good 
Hope 


(South Africa). 


Suez is lo Europe what Ihc Pan- 


.ama Canal is to the United Slales. 
When either is threatened by un 
friendly or irresponsible people it's 
time to act—you don't bother with 
taking a vole when news has just 
come in that highwaymen have 
held up the stage-coach.

May Replace Other Varieties 
as Best Hempstead Producer 


42 Farmers 
Observe Corn 
Test Results 


Corn numbers that looked uood in 


previous area test planting varied 
as much as 51.4 bushels per acre 
in results shown yesterday after- 
noon at the Oscar B. Hodnctt corn 
demonstration reports county agent 
Oliver L. Adams. The field test 
results 
were 
obesrvcd 
by 
42 


farmers and farm leaders. 


A hybrid corn, Funk's G-711, used 


extensively in this section produced 
84.4 bushels per apre when planted 
12 inches in the drill. The hybrid 
corn planted at 36 in the drill yield 
70.4 bushels per acre. Other drill | 
spacing yields were between the 
hi«h and low. All rows were 40 
inche* apart. The Quality of the 
higher yielding 12 inch spacing ap- 
peared best.

inbred lines of hybrid corn than any 
other breeder.

^'"- Hodnctt produced the corn in 


the demonstration 
planting 
with 


cultivation practices normally used 
on his farm. The corn was hand 
planted with measured spacing on 
May 1st. The 3.7 acres demonstra- 
tion field had 1400 pounds 6-8-12 
fertilizer applied before planting 
and 400 pounds ammonium nitrate 
used as a sidedressing.

Belle, a high yielding potato in 
variety trends, which produced M4 
bushels of No. 1 and 100 bushels of 
No. 2s on an acre. 


Also the "All Gold" variety is a 


much nicer looking potato and has 
7 times as much carotene value 
as the Porto Rico and 'J times more 
than the Nancy Hall variety which 
is, widely planted in Hcmpsle.ad 
County. 


In practically every instance the 
] 


early planted potato is the best 
producer. Those planted the last 
of April and the i'ir.st of May had 
a double yield, and it took less 
spacing-4 foot between rows and 10 
inches apart.
